NEW LANGUAGE FACILITY 

TEST NOW AVAILABLE 

A new language facility test which can easily be administered 
and scored by any teacher is now available. 

The test, developed and refined at The George Washington 
University by Dr. John T. Dailey provides a measure of a child's 

language facility which is independent of grammar, pronunciation 
and information. 

Dr. Dailey, director of the GWU Education Research Project, 
notes that "an individual's score on tae test is a measure of 
how well he uses language the way he has been hearing it." 

The new test has been used in Project Head Start and in 
evaluating several District of Columbia public school programs. 

A teacher can administer the Dailey Language Facility Test 
to a student in 10 or 15 minutes. The child is shown three 
different pictures and is asked to tell a story about each one. 
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The child's responses to the pictures are rated on a nine 
point scale. The lowest rating, zero, would be given for a 
garbled response or for no response at all. The highest rating, 
n i- ne > would be given if the child tells a “well organized 
imaginative story, not necessarily original." If the child 
merely describes the picture he receives a four of five rating. 

The Dailey test was designed as an instrument to evaluate 
pre-school education in the belief that a fundamental objective 
of pre-school programs should be to foster the language develop¬ 
ment of a child. 

If a child acquires basic oral communication skills by age 
six, he shouldthen he able to acquire adequate skill in reading 
and writing a language in the primary grades. 

A Ford Foundation grant to the D. C. Public School System 
enabled Dr.Dailey to use the test to evaluate the success of a 
language arts program in elementary schools in the District of 
Columbia. 

The test is presently being used to study the effects of 
Project Head Start in Washington, D. C., and other selected 
regions of the country. A $31,000 grant from the Office of 
Economic Opportunity financed the Head Start evaluation which 
began with pre-testing in September. The evaluation will conclude 
with post-testing of the same children in June of next year.

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The Dailey test has also been administered to several groups 
in the Job Corps and to sample groups in adult basic education 
programs. 

Dr. Dailey, a member of the President's Committee on Mental 
Retardation, feels that the test may also find application in 
early identification of the mentally retarded.

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TO ADDRESS GW LAW CENTENNIAL EVENTS 



Associate Justice of the Supreme Court William Joseph Brennan, Jr., and Rear 
Admiral (Ret.) William C. Mott, former Judge Advocate General of the U.S. Navy, 
will be featured speakers during Convocation Day activities celebrating the 100th 
anniversary of The George Washington University Law School. 

Convocation Day, Tuesday, October 12, inaugurating campus events, will be 
highlighted by receptions, luncheons, ground-breaking ceremonies for a new Law 
Library, and award presentations. 

Admiral Mott will address a Law Students' Centennial Commemorative program 
in Lisner Auditorium, 21st and H Streets, N.W., at 11:30 a.m. and Justice Brennan 
will speak at the Centennial Convocation ceremony at 8 p.m., also in Lisner. 

Justice Brennan has served on the bench of the Supreme Court since October, 
1956. He began his law career in 1932 when he was admitted to the New Jersey bar 
while working in the Newark law firm of Pitney, Hardin and Skinner. 

He served in the legal division of the Army during World War II, attaining 
the rank of colonel. Following the war, he rejoined the Newark law firm and be¬ 
came a name partner in Pitney, Hardin, Ward and Brennan. 

In 1949, he first ascended the bench as a trial judge in the New Jersey 
Superior Court. Two years later he was elevated to a judgeship in the same court, 
and in 1952 he was appointed an associate justice of the New Jersey Supreme Court. 
It was from that position that he was appointed to the U.S. Supreme Court by 
President Eisenhower. 
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Mott is currently executive vice president of the United States Independent 
Telephone Association, a position he has held since his retirement from the mili¬ 
tary in April, 1964. 

He was graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy and The George Washington Law 
School. During World War II, he saw action in the Pacific. After the war, he 

transferred to the Navy’s legal branch and in August, I960, President Eisenhower 

appointed him to the office of Judge Advocate General. 

He has served as military aide to Presidents Roosevelt and Truman and to 

Chairmen of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Radford and Twining. 

Admiral Mott is a Fellow of the American Bar Association, and is a member of 
that organization's Standing Committee on Education against Communism. He is 
active in the American Society of International Law, and holds honorary Doctor of 
Laws degrees from John Marshall Law School, Chicago, Illinois, and Rhode Island 
College. 

Following the Law Students' Centennial Commemorative program, there will be a 
noon Trustee reception and luncheon for the Law faculty at the National Lawyers 
Club. 

At 2 p.m. the ground-breaking ceremony for the new library will be held in 
the University Yard, behind the Law School at 720 20th St., N.W. The ground- 
breaking will be followed at 4 p.m. by a Dean's Reception of Law students and 
faculty in the Lisner Auditorium Lounge. 

At 6 p.m. an Alumni Achievement Awards banquet will be held in the Faculty 
Conference Room of the University Library, 2023 G St., N.W., honoring 27 outstanding 
Law alumni named to receive the university's Alumni Achievement Award. The awards 
will be presented by University President Lloyd H. Elliott at the 8 p.m. Centennial 
Convocation ceremony.

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FORMER WESTVIEW APARTMENTS BEING

Remodeling work is underway on the former Westview Apartment 
building at 2121 Eye St., N.W., which will become the Administration 
Building for The George Washington University. 

A $1,302,000 contract has been awarded to the Blake Const. Co., 
of Washington, for work on the building which is expected to be 
completed by July, 1967. 

When completed, the building will house many of GWU‘s 
administrative and faculty offices now scattered over the campus. 

The consolidation of these offices into one location will allow 
the university to convert space previously used for offices into 
classrooms and other academically-related facilities. 

The Westview rennovation is being financed by a grant and 




loan obtained under the Higher Education Facilities Act of 1963, 
combined with university funds. -more-

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GWU HISTORY PROFESSOR TO 
DOCUMENT FIRST FEDERAL CONGRESS 

A George Washington University history professor will direct 
a project to collect and edit all papers and records pertaining to 
the First Federal Congress. 

Dr. Linda Grant De Pauw, assistant professor of American history 
at GW, hopes many of the mysteries still attached to the first Congress 
will be eliminated by intensive research. 

The work of the first Congress is a matter of concern not only 
to historians, but to attorneys and jurists, to public administrators, 
to members of Congress, and to Americans in general. 

The first Congress, meeting in New York in 1789, was the pioneer 
of American lawmaking. It organized the work of Congress itself, 
established a system of federal courts, created the executive branch 
of the government, effected a national monetary system, took a 
population census, regulated maritime commerce, and added to the 
Constitution the first ten amendments -- the Bill of Rights.

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GWU CONFERENCE TO DEVELOP NEW 

THEORIES OF ECONOMIC COMPETITION 


Brainstorming businessmen, educators and government 
officials will gather this weekend in an attempt to create 
new and novel ideas about economic competition in the market¬ 
place. 

The conference, conducted by The George Washington 
University, will be a completely unstructured one which will 
seek to create something new rather than to explain, evaluate, 
or review the existing and somewhat outdated economic theories 
of competition. 

The meeting will be held at Airlie House, Warrenton, Va., 
with sessions beginning Friday afternoon and continuing through 
Sunday afternoon. 

Conferees will include: Dr. Donald S. Watson, professor 
of economics at George Washington; J. L. Phillips, sales manager 
of the C & P Telephone Co.; Drs. Richard Tennant and Alfred R. 
Oxenfeldt, both of Columbia University; Van Meerhaege, University 
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of jhent, and president of the Belgian Price Board; John Eichner, 
vice president of American Airlines; and John Heath, head of 

the Economic Research Unit, Board of Trade, London. There will 
be about 20 conferees. 

Conference coordinator is Dr. J. Hart Walters, Jr., associate 
professor of business administration at George Washington. 

Sponsors of the conference are the Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone 
Co., and the Sperry and Hutchinson Co. 

Conferees will start by exploring the idea that substantial 
improvement in the theory of the competitive process is both 
possible and necessary. 

This position is brought about in part by the fact that much 
economic prediction, measurement, and regulation is still based on 
the neo-classic market models devised by economists of the late 
19th and early 20th centuries. 

These models are coming under increasingly heavy fire because 
they are general in nature and do not fit many of the complex 
marketing situations that modern economics have brought about. 

The introduction of new variables into the competitive process 
in recent years has compounded the problem. Amcrg these variables 
are product diversification by many firms; sellers' usage of 
devices that spur sales, such as advertising, customer services 
and the like; and the increasingly heavy reliance on middlemen. 
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No prepared papers will be delivered at the conference. 
Instead, a variety of devices will be employed to generate new 
approaches. 

Participants will be asked to build on suggestions made by 
their colleagues rather than evaluate or criticize them.

CHARLES E. PHILLIPS ACCEPTS 

GWU LAM LIBRARY CAMPAIGN POST 

Charles E. Phillips, president of the Equitable Life 
Insurance Co., of Washington, has accepted the general chair¬ 
manship of the National Law Center Library Fund campaign at 
The George Washington University. 

GWU President Lloyd H. Elliott made the announcement at 
the University's Board of Trustees meeting today (Oct. 20). 

Mr. Phillips, who is vice chairman of the GWU Board of 
Trustees, will lead the final phase of a campaign to raise 
$1.6 million for the Law Center Library being built on the 
GWU campus. More than $900,000 is already on hand, leaving 
less than $700,000 to be raised. 

Mr. Phillips is an alumnus of GWU having received his 
LLB and LLM degrees from the law school in 1925 and 1926. 
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He joined the staff of the Equitable Life Insurance Co., 
in 1922 and has been its president since 1948. 

He is past president of the Washington Board of Trade 
and of the Kiwanis Club of Washington; is a director of the 
Metropolitan Police Boys Club; and a member of the finance 
committee of the Washington Home for Incurables. 

He is past president and former general campaign chair¬ 
man of the national capital area United Givers Fund, and 
serves as a director of the National Savings and Trust Co., 
the American Savings and Loan Association, and the Federal 
City Council of Washington. 
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GWU TRUSTEES APPROVE REORGANIZATION 

OF UNIVERSITY'S NATIONAL LAW CENTER 

George Washington University trustees, meeting today (Oct. 20), 
approved the merger of the faculties of the university's Law School 
and Graduate School of Public Law into the faculty of GWU's National 
Law Center. 

In connection with the reorganization, the trustees also 
approved the appointment of Robert Kramer as dean of the National 
Law Center. Both the merger and Dean Kramer's appointment are 
effective immediately. 

Dean Kramer was formerly dean of the GWU Law School. 

The moves culminate a reorganization of the Law Center which 
began early last summer. 

At that time. Dr. Charles B. Nutting resigned his duties as 
administrator of the National Law Center to devote more time to 
teaching and writing. 
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In early September, Dr. Louis H. Mayo, who was dean of the 
Graduate School of Public Law, was appointed vice president for 
advanced policy studies at the University* 

Dean Krdmer was appointed to acting capacities following 
both moves* 

The trustees also approved the appointment of Ralph C. Nash, 

Jr., as associate dean of the National Law Center, with responsibility 
for graduate study, research, and projects. 

Nash was formerly director of the Government Contracts Program 
the University, a position which will now be filled by John 
Cibinic, Jr., heretofore assistant director of that program. 

Dean Kramer came to the university in 1961 as professor of 
law and dean of the Law School from the post of assistant attorney 
general where he served in the Justice Department's Office of Legal 
Counsel. 

He served previously for two years as an attorney with the 
National Labor Relations Board and for one year as an attorney with 
the Justice Department's Antitrust Division. 

A cum laude graduate of Harvard and a magna cum laude graduate 
of tne Harvard Law School, Dean Kramer has become a specialist in 
conflict of laws, administrative law, federal taxation, and 
jurisprudence. 

He is co-author of two law volumes and editor of another, was 
editor of the Journal of Legal Education and of Law and Contemporary 


Problems. 
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He also was legislation editor of the Harvard Law Review and 
American editor of the Business Law Review . In addition, he has

contributed articles to the Annual Survey of American Law, the 
Encyclopedia Britannica . and numerous other law reviews and journals. 

He is a member of Phi Beta Kappa, the American Law Institute, 
the American and Federal Bar Associations, and the bars of New York, 
the District of Columbia, and the Supreme Court. 

Dean Nash is a magna cum laude graduate of Princeton University 
and received a Juris Doctorate in Law from George Washington in 1957. 

He was a lecturer in law at GWU from 1958-61, an associate 
professor of law from 1961-65 and became a professor of law in 1965. 
He was named director of the University's Government Contracts 
Program in 1960. 

He is the editor of the Public Contracts Law Journal of the 
American Bar Association's Public Contracts Section, and is a 
member of the Atomic Energy Commission's Board of Contract Appeals. 

He has lectured widely in the field of government contracts 
and is the author or co-author of three books, including Federal 
Procurement Law , published this year. He has also written several 
articles on government contracts subjects. 
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GRADUATE DIVISIONS MERGED INTO 

ONE SCHOOL BY GWU TRUSTEE ACTION 


In a move to centralize the administration of graduate work 
at The George Washington University, the board of trustees today 
(Oct. 20) approved the merger of the Graduate Council and the 
graduate division of the Columbian College of Arts and Sciences 
into the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences. 

The newly created school will begin operation on July 1, 1967, 
and will administer all programs leading to master's and doctoral 
degrees except for those granted in the clearly professional areas. 

University President Lloyd H. Elliott said the consolidation 
is ’’another step to further strengthen the University's graduate 
programs and is in accord with our long-range objectives." 

Graduate Council Dean Arthur E. Burns said the merger will 
enable the University "to treat graduate study as a whole, from 
the first year on through to the completion of the doctorate. 
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For many students,” he said, "the first year master's degree 
work is a step to the doctorate. For these students the consolida¬ 
tion will simplify procedures and integrate their entire graduate 
program. 

"Building greater strength at the doctoral level requires a 
similar strengthening at the first year graduate level,” he said. 
"Consolidation of the present separate graduate divisions into one 
graduate school will enable the University to do both more 
effectively.” 

The Graduate Council has administered the program of advanced 
study and research leading to the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 

The graduate division of Columbian College has administered 
work in some 50 fields leading to Master of Arts, Master of Science 
and Master of Fine Arts degrees. 
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LECTURE SERIES ON GOVERNMENT 

FORMAL ADVERTISING TO BE HELD 

A carefully programmed series of 10 lectures on today's most 
significant government procurement technique--formal advertising-- 
will begin tomorrow at the Mayflower Hotel. 

Sponsored jointly by The George Washington University and 
Federal Publications, Inc., the two-day series is designed to 
provide a thorough grounding in the workings of the formal 
advertising system to industry and government participants. 
Sessions will be held in the main ballroom of the Mayflower,

The Washington program is the first of two identical 
programs to be presented. The second will be conducted Nov. 

21-22 at the Statler Hilton Hotel, Los Angeles, Calif. 

Formal advertising procurement has three basic elements: 

1) the government invites bids and states the terms of a 
particular contract; 2) firms submit sealed bids on that contract; 
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and 3) the contract is awarded to the lowest bidder, if that firm 
is responsible, and the bid meets the terms of the contract in 
question. 

Registrants for the lecture series will be walked through the 
system and will be acquainted with its requirements, operations, 
and pitfalls. 

Chairmen of the program are Henry B. Reiser, president of 
Federal Publications, Inc., and Ralph C. Nash, Jr., associate dean 
of the GWU National Law Center, and formerly director of the 
university's Government Contracts Program. 

Experts from government, private industry and education will 
deliver the lectures.
